“Hoffman loved Grayling community 


‘A Grayling eye doctor known 
as a family man, sportsman and 
as an all around good guy will be 
honored by friends and family on 
Saturday, 

Dr. Ralph Hoffman, who 
served as an optometrist for near- 
ly 40 years in Grayling, died on 
Thursday, Oct. 20 after a battle 
with cancer. He was 80. 
~Hoffman was born in Saginaw 
op July 13, 1925, to Michael and 
Abbie (Burleson) Hoffman. His 
father was a farmer, and Ralph 
always liked to feel the earth 
bétween his fingers. 

‘Hoffman graduated from 
Arthur Hill High School in 
Saginaw in 1942 when he was 
16-years-old. Later, he joined the 
Army Air Corps and served until 
the end of World War HI. After a 
stint as a brakeman on the rail- 
road, Hoffman attended Northern 
Illinois College of Optometry in 
Chicago and received a degree in 
Optometry in 1951, 

In 1953, Hoffman moved to 
Grayling and opened an office at 
216 Michigan Avenue. Later, he 
had an office in Roscommon as 
well as an office attached to his 
home at 502 Ionia St. Finally, in 
1959, Hoffman had an office 
built at 904 Michigan Avenue, 
Where he practiced until he 
rétired in 1989.

Hoffman’ $ practice and said he | 
inspired him to pursue a career 
as an eye doctor. 

“He was always a mentor for 
me and he’s a real pillar of the 
community,” Dean said. 

Along with running his busi- 
ness, Hoffman threw himself into 
the affairs of the community, tire- 
lessly promoting the Grayling 
area and its activities. In 1955, he 
started the Grayling Chamber of 
Commerce and was the first pres: 
ident of the organization. He also 
represented Grayling on the 
AuSable Canoe Marathon 
Committee during its struggling 
early years. 

Hoffman spearheaded — the 
effort to ‘help build a new 
American Legion Hall, and upon 
its completion, a parade and 
community dinner were held to 
celebrate the dedication. He 
served as Post Commander of the 
Legion and always had special 
feelings for those who served our 
country in the armed services. 

In 1960, Hoffman was a leader 
in the purchase of the Grayling

Paul’s Perpetual Prayer 


Paul started his prayer for the 
saints of Rome with praise in 
Romans 1:8: “8First, 1 thank 
my God through Jesus Christ 
for you all, that your faith is’ 
spoken of throughout the whole 
world.” He reminded us in 
Romans {:9 that his prayer for 
them was persistent. “For God 
is my witness, whom I serve 
with my spirit in the gospel of 
his Son, that without ceasing I 
make mention of you always in 
my prayers.” 

God's person was the object 
or recipient of Paul’s prayer of 
praise. “Fisst, I thank my 
God....” Next his preaching of 
the gospel of the Son of God 
was the reason for Paul’s per- 
petual prayer, Paul wanted to be 
an effective servant of God’s 
gospel, “....whom I serve with 
my spirit in the gospel of his 
son,...” Paul had the same holy 
boldness shown by Peter and 
John in Acts 4:13 which proved 
they had been with Jesus. Paul 
had the same irresistible wis- 
dom and spirit revealed by 
Stephen the martyr in Acts 
6:9,10. Paul relied upon the 
control of the Holy Spirit within 
that he might speak the words of 
God with power like the apos- 
tles in Acts 4:31. Yet as God’s 
servant, he gave all praise and 


glory to God. 

But it was the need to minis- 
ter effectively to God’s people 
in Rome which required Paul’s 
perpetual prayer, “.... That with- 
out ceasing I make mention of 
you always in my prayers.” As 
Samuel said in | Samuel 12:23: 
“23Moreover as for me, God 
forbid that I shoutd sin against 
the LORD in ceasing to pray for 
you: but I will teach you the 
good and the right way.” Paul 
reminded us that prayer is 


essential for all saints in 
Ephesians 6:18: “18Praying 


always with all prayer and sup- 
plication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all per- 
severance and supplication for 
all saints.” 

Paul had a burden for God’s 
saints like Moses had for the 
nation of Israel in Exodus 
32:31 ,32: “And Moses 
returned unto the LORD, and 
said, Oh, ‘this people have 
sinned a great sin, and have 
made them gods of gold. 32 Yet 
now, if thou wilt forgive their 
sin—; and if not, blot me, I pray 
thee, out of thy book which thou 
hast written.” Paul prayed the 
same kind of prayer for his peo- 
ple in Romans 9:1-3: “LIysay 
the truth in Christ, I lie not, my 
conscience also bearing me wit- 
ness in the Holy Ghost, 2That

prayer. He prayed at His 
Baptism in Luke 3:21,22, in 
the wilderness in Luke 5:15,16, 
all night on a mountain in Luke 
6:12,13; at His transfiguration 
in Luke 9:28,29, teaching his 
disciples to pray in Luke 11:1-4, 
praying at the Passover and in 
agony in the garden of 
Gethsemane in Luke 22, at His 
crucifixion in Luke 23, and at 
His ascension in Luke 24:50,51.

seeking medical help early may 
help prevent the syndrome from 
progressing. Starting treatment 
in the early stage of heart failure 
is important. Today there are a 
number of different medicines 
(ACE inhibitors, beta-blockers, 
Digoxin, Diuretics, ARBs, 
aldosterone antagonists) that 
have proven effective in reliev- 
ing symptoms, improving qual- 
ity of life and prolonging sur- 
vival. In many cases it is possi- 
ble to stop or even reverse the 
progression of disease. There 
are also devices, such as defib- 
rillators and special kinds of 


pacemakers, which help 
improve heart function and are 
available for use in conjunction 
with medical therapy. However 


_the key is early diagnosis and 


treatment. 

With new treatments the out- 
look for heart failure patients 
has improved considerably 
from the past.

to Be Part of the Picture 


(ARA) — Depression does not 
go hand in hand with aging. In 
fact, older adults who are able to 
stay engaged in day-to-day liv- 
ing and find simple joys to fill 
their days can go a long way 
toward avoiding the debilitating 
effects of depression. 

As Dr. Kathie Bates, associate 
professor of psychology at 
Argosy University/Tampa 
explains, “Positive activities and 
experiences for older adults 
should be a part of each day, and 
they can be as simple as enjoy- 
ing watching birds outside the 
window, to more effortful pas- 
times such as finishing a craft or 
household project.’ The key, 
says Bates, is to accomplish 
small tasks successfully and put 
aside more difficult ones until 
they no longer seem so challeng- 
ing. 

The best way to find out what 
makes an older adult happy is to 
be a good listener. “Listening to 
the person's concerns and pro- 
viding support rather than advice 
or ultimatums generally has a 
more positive influence,” she 
says, 

According to Bates, listening 
includes identifying what an 
older adult 1s concerned about as 
well as what they would like to 
be doing to feel better, rather 
than imposing a family mem- 
ber's ideas and values on the per- 
son. For example, an individual 
who has led a rather solitary life 
is more likely to respond to an 
offer to pick up a book on tape 
for them from the library than an 
offer to take them to a senior 
center for bingo. 

As adults age, they experience

a loss of roles (for example, 
being the Mom or Dad), loved 
ones and sometimes physical 
capabilities, and with these loss- 
es there is often understandable 


sadness. But, says Dr. Lynn’ 


Horne-Moyer, director of clini- 
cal training and associate profes- 
sor at Argosy University/Atlanta, 
“most older adults adjust to these 
difficulties relatively quickly.” 

When older adults do become 
depressed, they often express it 
differently than younger adults. 
They may complain of fatigue or 
lack of interest in usual activities 
rather than displaying tearful- 
ness or crying. For these reasons, 
depression is often under-diag- 
nosed because its symptoms can 
overlap with those of other ill- 
nesses that become more com- 
mon in late life. 

The most common signs of 
more serious depression, accord- 
ing to Horne-Moyer, are sad- 
ness, irritability, hopelessness, 
worthlessness, dropping activi- 
ties, pessimism or a preoccupa- 
tion with death. All of these, she 
explains, should be treated very 
seriously and aggressively, with 
a mental health professional 
contacted immediately. 

Unfortunately, many older 


adults feel that there is a stigma 


attached to seeking help -- even 
through = support —s groups. 
According to Bates, mental 
health services designed solely 
for older adults are rare, which 
may further discourage them 
from seeking help. For mild lev- 
els of depression, psychotherapy, 
support groups, or both together, 
can help in avoiding the need for 
medication. Once the depression 
symptoms reach a severe level 
medication is often needed. 
There is some research to sug- 
gest, Bates adds, that the way in 
which older adults cope with the 
challenges of aging may be best 


predictor of how susceptible 
they will be to depression. 
Individuals: who stay flexible 
and adapt to their changing 
needs fare better. In fact, positive 
planning for retirement, which 
includes activities and interests 
to focus on, as well as staying an 
active and involved member of 
the community, can be very ben- 
eficial to healthy aging. 

With the right support systems 
in place, most older adults can 
find considerable joy and satis- 
faction in-this new stage of life. 
Here are several expert recom- 
mendations for helping older 
adults live happier, healthier 
lives: | 

¢ Family connections are most 
important for most adults, 
including a spouse, and children 
and siblings. Extended family 
plays a more vital role in minor- 
ity families, with more help pro- 
vided by elders and for elders 
within the family. 

¢ Physical activity/exercise has 
been shown to be helpful in 
combating depression for those 
who are able to do so. A medical 
doctor should always be consult- 
ed before beginning any exercise 
program. 
© Avoid excessive TV viewing. 

¢ Local area agencies on aging 
are a good source of information 
for older adults and their famt- 
lies. They can provide lists of 
resources available for at-home 
care, food delivery and compan- 
ionship. In addition there are 
local senior centers, hospitals 
and wellness centers. 

¢ Private case management 
services offered by social work- 
ers in many communities, and 
counselors and therapists may be 
located through state psycholog- 
ical associations, counselor asso- 
clations and associations of 
social workers.

Three Keys to Help 
Ease Joint Pain 


(NUI) -— Back in the late 
1990s, more than 40 million 
Americans suffered from arthri- 
tis — the painful, often debilitat- 
ing disease that can affect every 
joint in the body. 

As baby boomers age and the 
elderly are living longer, the 
number of people who have 
arthritis is rising, 

Today, a recent study by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention notes an alarming 


“increase. In just over five years, 


the study states that 70 million 
Americans (or one in three peo- 


ple) wake up with joint pain 
radiating from their back, knees, 
knuckles or elbows. 

Although arthritis knows no 
gender or age group, older indi- 
viduals seem to be prime candi- 
dates for the disease for reasons 
ranging from loss of bone densi- 
ty or bone mass to lack of flexi- 
bility. 

In addition, there is a misper- 
ception among the older genera- 
tion that exercising will aggra- 
vate already aching joints. On 
the contrary, remaining active,

Gardening Can 
Help Treat Pain 
of Osteoarthritis 


(NUI) — Gardening can be a 
rewarding experience for people 
of all ages and a life-long pas- 
sion to many. However, for 
Americans who suffer from 
osteoarthritis, tending to plants 
and perennials during their gold- 
en years may be difficult and 
painful. According to the 
Arthritis Foundation*, there are 
some simple modifications that 
can help keep your garden grow- 
ing with ease. 

¢ First, create a garden that 
helps you. Before you even get 
started, arrange your garden in a 
way that makes your tasks easier 
and conserves your energy. For 
example, make sure your garden 
has a nearby water source so you 
don't have to carry watering cans 
or hoses and keep tools and stor- 
age close. 

¢ Choose your plants wisely. 
Don't be afraid to ask about 
plants that require little care, 
such as ones that don't need reg- 
ular pruning or maintenance: 
Plant shrubs or perennials that 
bloom every year so you don't 
~ have to replant each time. 

e Set your posture clock. 
Maintain good posture at all 
times. Switch tasks every thirty 
minutes or so and take fifteen- 
minute breaks every hour to ease 
tension and reduce stiffness. And 
stretch before you begin to get 
your body ready for activity and 
help prevent injuries. 

¢ Bend, pinch and cut correct- 
ly. If you have to work close to 
the ground, place only one knee 
on the ground and keep your 
back straight, or use a stool. 

¢ Update your tools. The 
equipment you use can make a 


big difference. Wear a carpen- 
ter's apron with several pockets 
to hold tools. Keep pruners sharp 
to make cutting easier. Use hoes 
or rakes that have long handles 
to avoid bending or stooping. 
Widen tool handles with foam 
tubing or grip tape to make them 
easier to grasp. | 

But if you do suffer from pain 
after over-doing it in the garden, 
David Baras, M.D., of the 
Department of Family Medicine 
at the University of South 
Florida School of Medicine has 
tips to reduce the soreness and 
pain. 

¢ Listen to your body. Pain as a 
result of gardening often sets in 
hours after weeding the flower 
beds. Don't try to do the entire 
garden project in one day, espe- 
cially if it is a large one. Break it 
up into several small parts and 
over several days. 

¢ Treat the pain. For his 
patients whose osteoarthritis 
pain is exacerbated by stressful 
joint activities like gardening, 
Baras recommends an over-the- 
counter pain reliever. Baras 
encourages people to talk to 
their doctor about which pain 
reliever is right for them. 

¢ Soak and stretch. If you have 
sore muscles, try soaking in a 
warm bath to help soothe your 
joints. Stretch before and after 
activity to help maintain flexibil- 
ity and range of motion.

New Tool Helps _ 
Seniors Play It Safe 
Behind the Wheel 


(NUI) — Americans are living 
longer than before. If you're over 
65, you are part of the fastest- 
growing population in the U.S., 
thanks to today's advanced med- 
icine and healthier, active 
lifestyles. 

If seniors can be found swim- 
ming, jogging and golfing, then 
who's to say when they become 
too old to get behind the wheel? 

By 2020, there will be more 
than 40 million licensed drivers 
age 65 and older, according to 
AAA. Although they are more 
likely to wear their seatbelts, less 
likely to drink and drive, and less 
likely to speed, senior drivers are 
more likely to be seriously 
injured in a car crash, 

Seniors have the second-high- 
est crash death rate per mile next 
to teenagers, and are at the high- 
est risk for intersection crashes. 
They also are more likely to 
injure themselves than others in 
a crash, 

In a recent AAA survey of 
more than 1,000 seniors, nearly 
90 percent said they drive them- 
selves to get around on a daily 
basis. And next to financial secu- 
rity and the cost of health care, 
seniors are most concerned 
about their ability to get around 


in the future. 

This concern, and the appre-

For 
instance, it tests flexibility, the 
ability to see in low light and to 
scan across a field of view, all 
functional abilities critical for 
safe driving. "Roadwise 
Review" also offers practical 
suggestions for improvement. 

The measures in AAA 
Roadwise Review were scientif- 
ically validated in a study of 
crash risk in nearly 1,000 
seniors.

Vision Loss: 
Next Challenge 
for Boomers 


(NUD) — It's the leading cause 
of [egal blindness in people over 
50 — age-related macular degen- 
eration (AMD). The disease can 
progress in just a few months, 
and can render people function- 
ally blind within two years. But 
AMD may be treatable, if 
detected early. 

While the overall prevalence 
of AMD is low among those 
under age 40, it rises dramatical- 
ly with age ~ putting baby 
boomers at greater risk, and 
underscoring the need for regu- 
lar eye examinations, 

According to a recent study by 
the Eye Diseases Prevalence 
Research Group, the prevalence 
of AMD will increase by SO per- 
cent by the year 2020. 

"Daily activities boomers take 
for granted — reading, driving, 
playing sports — are no longer an 
option for people with AMD," 
said Dr. Bruce P. Rosenthal, 
chief of Low Vision Programs at 
Lighthouse International, a non- 
profit organization and leading 
resource worldwide on vision 
impairment and vision rehabili- 
tation. "And for baby boomers 
in the workforce, the disease can 
be particularly devastating 
because it disrupts’ their liveli- 


hood and lifestyle." 
An eye exam is the first step in 
detecting and treating AMD. 


-However, research also shows it 


may be possible to prevent or 
delay the development of AMD 
by taking simple, healthy mea- 
sures such as eating foods rich 
in antioxidants, wearing sun- 
glasses and quitting smoking. 

Neovascular or "wet" AMD is 
the more sight-threatening form 
of AMD, responsible for most of 
the severe vision loss associated 
with the condition. It is charac- 
terized by the growth of abnor- 
mal blood vessels that leak fluid 
and blood into the tissue at the 
back of the eye, damaging the 
retina and creating scar tissue 
and a large blind spot. 

"As we age, the quality of our 
vision diminishes naturally, but 
vision loss is another matter," 
said Rosenthal. “Patients need 
to understand that vision loss is 
not a normal part of aging, and 
see their doctor before it's too 
late."
